OTTAWA, Sept. 24.—The Crow’s 
Nest Pass rates are not now in force 
on the Crow's Nest Pass railway it- 
self. This statement was made by 
Isaac Pitblado, counsel for the Can- 
adian Manufacturers’ Association, 
just before the Railway Commission 
adjourned its hearing of the Crow's 
Nest Pass case this afternoon until 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Pitblado had been arguing 
that it was impossible to conceive 
that parliament had meant, as had 
been held by the railways in their 
new tariffs of rates, that certain 
cities and towns in eastern and 
western Canada should have special 
privileges as to rates for all time. 
This interpretation of the agree- 
ment arose out of the railway con- 
tention that the agreement applied 
only to points on the C.P.R. as it 
existed in 1897.
